Payne, and C. J. Wellborn, the 
committee on Bullock's official mismanage- 
ment, have reported. The evidence is volu- 
minous and decisive of boundless guilt. The 
commitice has done ite work well. Its ‘abors 
have heen toilaome and faithful. 

We shall give the matters esta lished. The 
complicity and copartnership of Bullock and 
Kimball is clearly proven. E. 8. Jones testi- 
fies that Kimball admitted it and enjoined 
him “to keep mum.” They kept their bank 
accounts together. As S:ate’s agent Kimball 
borrowed $255,000 and owed $54,500 on the 
Opera House Making an aggregate of 
$309,500, of which he only paid $160,000, 
leaving $149,500 still ducthe State. Ibullock 
permitted Kimball to borrow money on the 
Siste's credit and use it privately, and also 
paid out the State’s money interest on Kim- 
ball’s private loans. All of the fraudlently 
alded railroads Kimball was President of 

Bullock overdrew his personal account in 
the Georgia National Bank $88,057 98. He 
had a “special account” in the same bank, 
which is made vp of State items amounting 
to $776,834, The balance of this account 
duc him was $122,953 59. It is the change 
- Of this account to the personal account by 
the bank to secure itself that caused the seiz- 
ure of the bank. Bullock permitted State 
money deposited in the bank to be used on 
Kimball's account. 


The purchase of the Opera House is shown 
to have been corruptly aided by Bullock. 

The committee reports that a fraud was 
perpetrated at the start, in which Bullock 
participated. Bullock framed the leading 
papers connected with the matter. To cover 
the mortgage of $60,000 on the building, 
Kimball deposited with the Governor a cer- 
tifleate for $130,000 of city bonds. The city 
wa only due $109,000 of bonds, and, there- 
fore,tLe-certificate was a false one. These bonds 
wére appropriated by Bullock and Kimball 
for their private use. Bullock was charged 
with the care of these bonds and corruptly 
péemitied them to pass out of his hands. 
Kimball was to return $54,500 advanced to 
him for fixing the Opera House. Bullock 
issted him all of his bonds, withou:! requiring 
the return of this money. The mortgage of 
$9,000 is unpaid, the bonds to cover the 
mortgage gone and Kimball's $54,500 still 
unpaid, all of which is due to Bullock and 
shows official corruption and venality. 

The committee is convinced that Bullock 
had an interest in the Mitchell property. 
Wherever Kimball figured there was Bal- 
lock. Kimball bought the property once, but 
that was rescinded and a new arrangement 
was made that gave him the entire control of 
theclaim for a certain sum, aad Kimball and 
the heirs should divide after payment of ex 
penses. The property brought $215,000. 
The heirs got about $30,000. Governor 
Jenkins employed Collier & Hoyt in this 
case, Bullock employed Col. Dougherty, 
Hopkins & Brown, and Doyal & Nunnally, 
and retained Collier & Hoyt.

for Kimball. Bullock tried to subsidize the 
lawyers as well as the press. He paid fees to 
the sum. of $49,261 75. He paid his uncle, 
RB. HE. Brown, over $700. Large fees were 
paid in cases in which the State had no in- 


He pardoned 523 cases. Money could get 
pardons. Some of the Governor's staff had 
a pardon brokerage. Pardoning before convic- 
tion was a favorite practice. Pardon for po- 
litical fealty was much on docket.’ Bullock 
sinned broad gauge in this particular. 

The management of the penitentiary 
Bullock was a wholesale system of stealage. 
Colonel Walton, Chief Keeper, Postell, his 
sn-in-law, Clay, Eugene Walton, Wills—all 
are proven tc have stolen Penitentiary prop- 
erty. The record is shameful. Bullock's at- 
tention was called to the. matter, but he did 
not interfere. Bacon, shoes, wagons, oxen, 
whisky, etc., walked into the pockets of its 
officers. Grant, Alexander & Co. paid Hal- 
burt $5,000 to ase his influence with Bullock 
to let them have the convicts. The commit 
tee conclude that Bullock shared in the plan- 
der. It recommends that steps be taken to 
get back the stolen property. 

Ballock’s connection With the State Road 
is attended to by another committee. This 
committee sati- fied itself that Bullock was in 
the frauds. 

The committee looked very little into the 
State Road lease question, and express no 
opinion. 

Bullock indorsed bonds for the Brunswick 
and Albany Railroad, the Cartersville and 
Van Wert Railroad, and Cuthbert, Bain- 
bridge and Columbus Railroad with full 
knowledge that the roads were not completed 
to warrant the indorsement, and he lied re- 
peatedly afterwards to help the sale of these 
illegally indorsed bonds. The committee ar- 
gue that he would not thus have repeatedly 
violated law save for pay. 

The record of Ballock’s role as a “recon- 
structor’ was a diabolical one. His re- 
modling of the Legislature is too fresh to 
need recital. Geo. P. Burnett is satisfied 
that Bullock paid his Washington expenses 
out State road. 

The committee touches on Ballock’s gen- 
eral extravagance. Bullock sent through 
the Express Company North $5,533,000 in 
bonds. He paid the Express Company 
$6,583 freights. He paid the Telegraph 
Company $2,297. He paid $300 to half a 
dozen papers in Georgia to publish his 
State’s-rights letter to Senator Scott. He 
paid John L. Conley $11,500 for bis unneces- 
sary Analysis of the Constitution. The cost 
of the Analysis was $1,924. He paid the 
Atlanta Intelligencer $2,000 to publish The 
decisions in the White case; the publice- 
tion being unauthorized, and an infringement 
of the Supreme Court reporter's rights. He 
paid by draft $32,900 to minority membe: 
of the Législature installed by force for time 
they never served, and that others served and 
got pay for. The committee recommend 
suits to get this money back. 

But it would be an endlesa job to re-count 
all the things against Bullock. The commit- 
tee present a powerful and unanswerable 
indictment against him. If he failed to do 
any Gubernatorial wrong it was because he 
lacked the chance. 

The committee, has done its work well, 
and is entitled to public thanks for it.

This was a motion to set aside a judgment 
in the Court below, which had been obtained 
on an account without any proof of the 
account before the Court, the defendant not 
havi been served, but the 
Sheriff's return showed that the defendant 
had been. served by leaving a copy at the 
defendant's. The Constitution of 1868 [de 
clares that the Court shall render ja t 
without the verdict of a jury in all civil 
cases founded on contract, where an issuable 
defense is not filed on oath, but the Court 
must have before it satisfactory evidence of 
the contract. The 3405th section of the Code 
declares, that in all cases of suits on open 
accounts in the several Courts of this State, 
where the writ or process has been served 
peersonally as the law now directs on the 
defendant, and there is no defense made by 
the party sued, either in person, or by attor- 
ney, at the time the case is submitted for 
trial, the plaintiff shall be permitted to take 
a verdict as if each and every item were 
poone’ vy testimony. When there has not 

n personal service of the writ or process 
on the defendant in a suit on an open account, 
the plaintiff must prove his account to the 
satisfaction of the Court by competent testi- 
mony before he is entitled to a judgment, 
although no issuable defense has been filed 
on oath. An open account is not such a 
contract as the Constitution contemplates. 
To jauthorize the Court to render judgment 
without pruef on an open account, there 
must have been personal service of the wri; 
or process on the defendant.

Levi Johnson vs. the Mayor and Council of 
Americus, et al. 
WARNER, C. J. 

This was an action of trespass oj et armis 
brought by the plaintiff against the defend- 
ants to recover damages for an alleged falee 
imorisonment. On the trial of tie case, the 
jury found a veriict for the defendants. Ex- 
ceptions were taken to the ruliags and charge 
of the Court as specified and set forth in the 
record, which are assigned as error here. It 
appears from the evidence in the record shat 
the plaintiff was arrested in the city of Amer- 
icus for disorderly conduct in violation of 
the ordinances of the city. The arrest was 
made by. Lee and ‘Wheeler (who were acting 
as policemen under authority of the City 
Council) about sundvwn on the 9th day of 
August, 1870, without any written warrant, 
and the plaintiff was confined in the guard 
house of the city until 10 o’clock next morn- 
ing, when he was brought before the Mayor, 
and he plead guilty to the charge against him. 
and was fined ten dollars. The main ques- 
tion in the case is, whether the defenuants 
were protected in making the arrest of the 
plaintiff and confining him in the guard house, 
under the provisions of the charter of incor- 
poration and the ordinances of the city of 
Americus. The 20th and 26tu sections of 
the Act of incorporation confers the power 
and authority on the Mayor and City Council 
of the city of Americus 1o enact the ordinances 
under the authority of which the plaintiff 
was arrested. But, it is said, the Act of in- 
corporation and the ordinances are unconsti. 
tutional bécause they alithorize# the arrest to 
be made without a written warrant or pro. 
cess. The Code authorizes an arrest to be 
made by an officer or private person wi : 
® warrant when the offense is comatiited ip 
his presence, and there is likely to be a fail- 
ure of justice for want-of an officer to issue 
a warrant.

Wasuinaton, July 23—The President 
leaves Washington again to-morrow night, 

The Cabinet to-day had nothing of public 
consequence before it, and busi was soon 
over with. All the members were present 
excepting Delano, who is en route from 
North Carolina. 

The July reportof agriculture is now ready. 
The reports of core represent 989 counties, 
usually producing sevea hundred millions of 
aiole annually, and indicaté an increase of 
three percent. This is cquivulent to more 
than three-quarters of a million of acres, and 
a.total areain this great crop of the country 
which nearly equals in extent the aggregate 
of all other tilled crops together, is probably 
about thirty-five million acres. The States 
in which an increase of acreage is reported 
are as follows: New Jersey 2 per cent;

We 
demand for the individual the largest liberty 
consistent with public order, for the States 
self-government, and for the nation a return 
to methods of peace and the constitu- 
tiona! limitations of power. 

Fifth— Phe civil service of the government 
has become 4 mere instrument of partisan 
tyranny and personal ambition, and an object 
of seltioh It is a scandal and reproach 
apon our free institutions, and breeds a de- 
moralization dangerous to the perpetuity of 
republican government. We, therefore, re- 
gard a thorough reform of the civil service 
as one of the most pressing necessities of the 
hour; that aga capacity and fidelity con- 
stitute the only valid claims to public employ- 
ment; that the offices of the government 
cease to be a matter of arbitrary favoritism 
and patronage, and that public stations be- 
come again posts of honor. To this end itis 
imperatively required that no President shall 
be a candidate for re-election.
